Election of trustees. At a

The Room of Recent Accessions. 
Since 1906, a special room, or portion 
thereof, has been set aside for the display 
of new acquisitions during a month or 
two, before they have been scattered 
through the galleries of the several depart- 
ments of the Museum. The gallery desig- 
nated as the Room of Recent Accessions 
since 19 10, on the first floor at the right 
just beyond the Fifth Avenue entrance 
hall, has now been closed for alterations 
incident upon the installation in it of the 
collection of Michael Dreicer, bequeathed 
to the Museum in 1921. Accordingly, 
the policy of segregating new accessions 
must be dropped for a time.

A bronze portrait medallion of Pope Bene- 
dict XV by the Austrian sculptor Rudolph 
Ferdinand Marschall is shown in Gallery 



A22 on the second floor of the Museum. 
On the reverse in gold are the papal arms 
of Benedict XV, the shield set upon two 
keys in saltire and ensigned with the tiara; 
and below is the legend: in te domine 

SPERAVI NON CONFUNDAR IN AETERNUM. 

On the obverse are the bust of Benedict XV, 
the legend: benedictus xv. pont. max., 
and the date 1914. 

Exhibition of Chinese Portraits. A 
group of Ming funerary portraits from the 
collection formed by Samuel T Peters has 
been put on exhibition in Room Hi 1, where 
Japanese paintings have been shown. 

Etchings by Mary Cassatt. In Gal- 
lery 25 will be displayed for a month the 
greater part of the Museum's little collec- 
tion of Mary Cassatt's etchings. A great 
experimenter in the many and complicated 
techniques of the etcher, there seems to have 
been little if anything which she has not 
at some time essayed — etching, dry-point, 
soft -ground, aquatint, and all the half-ways 
and in-betweens which so readily present 
themselves to the adventurously minded 
artist. Oddly, in this day and generation, 
these prints are also something more than 
technical experiment, for there exist in the 
world of prints no more delightful or charm- 
ing records of the quiet life and gentle man- 
ners of nice women and small children. 

Index to Volume XVI of the Bulle- 
tin. An index to the sixteenth volume of 
the Bulletin, which was complete with the 
December, 1921, issue has been prepared. 
In an endeavor to secure greater usefulness 
in the Museum itself and among other 
museums and libraries where the volume 
is kept for reference, the index has been 
changed from the simple index by titles 
hitherto printed to a classified index. This 
will be sent to all the Fellows of the Mu- 
seum, and to all the libraries and museums 
on our mailing list.
